_ Excitement in England respecting her 
Continental complications— Chanc- 

es of a French Invasion. 
[From the London Pest (Gor. organ) Nov. 22] 
The British public has recently 
shown a setious disposition to regard 
with unreasonable excitement the un- 
doubtedly complicated condition of 
European affairs. Because Italy is 
still in trouble, because France looks 
coldly upon the projects of the Cen- 
tral States, who are in search of a 
ruler; because Austria, though finan- 
ciaily almost impotent, is stl! quar- 
elsome and menacing towards Sar- 
dinia; because Russia and Prus-ia 
have had comiunications the exact 
purport of which has not yet tran- 
spired; because the policy of France 
is somewhat inexplicable on the avow- 
ed principles of the Empire; and be- 
cause we are looking to our national 
defences, and are about to shift our 
national arsenal to some less exposed 
and more available spot, therefore it 
is etraightway assumed that war is 
actually imminent, and that every- 
thing dear to us all is in instant dan- 
ger. The most easily excitable spir- 
its run to and fro predicting the dir- 
est woes, and putting every body they 
meet with into a state of chronic trep- 
idation. Some go further than oth- 
ers, and not only believe that war 
with France looms in the horizon as 
a logical consequence of the-present 


state of European affairs, but also! 


that our coast will at some unprepar- 
ed put, and in some unexpected 
moment, be invaded by one hundred 
thousand Frenchmen, instructed at 
all hazards to march upon our capi- 
tal. 

The sooner this insane epidemic is 
got rid of the better will it be for the 
credit, the prosperity and the safety 
of England.
